Prices received'for rice, cotton, po- 


tatoes, eggs and dairy products ad- 
vanced substantially during the month 
ended November 15. 


Increased mill demand for rice and 


export demand for cotton, together 
with unfavorable harvesting condi- 
tion.1; which reduced crop prospects 
were the factors primarily responsible 
for the advance in prices for rice and 
cotton from October 15 to Novem- 
ber 15. 


Potato prices advanced in all areas, 


but the advances were greatest in the 
New England and Middle Atlantic 
states where the 1935 potato crop is 
relatively short, and in tho Mountain 
and Pacific states, where damage from 
'reezing reduced crop prospects ma- 
erially. 
Further seasonal declines in milk pro- 
luction from mid-October to mid- 
November were rcsjx>nslble for the 
advance in prices received for butter 
;md butterfat. Eggs also advanced- 
ieusonally. 


A larger than usual seasonal 


crease in the marketing of hogs was 
responsible for the decline in prices 
•eeeived by farmers for hogs during 
he month ended November 15, Corn

Nine times out of ten, gray hair is 


more attractive than dyed locks. How- 
ever, for those who can't bear the sil- 
ver threads among the gold and oth- 
ers who have been blonde and now 
want to emulate Jean Harlow by go- 
ing back to brown, there are a few 
rules which should be followed. 


First of all, you shouldn't try to 


dye your own hair unless you have 
been coached by an expert. In any 
event, the first dye job ought to be 
done by a professional. Find out from 
him exactly the shade you need, how 
to apply it, how often and what to do 
in case it doesn't turn out just as 
you hoped. 


Remember, of course, that scalp 


treatments, meticulous shampoos and 
special precautions regarding perma- 
anent waves are more necessary than 
ever once you've taken the dye step. 
Rub hot oil into your scalp the night 
before you shampoo. Brush gently 
but throuoghly every night of your 
life and, before you make an appoint- 
ment for a permanent, reassure your- 
.self that the operator has had great 
experience with dyed heads. 


Hair which shows streaks of gray 


ought to be tinted just enough so it 
will be the natural color it always has 
been. If you have brown and gray 
hair, don't try to change it all to black. 
Have 
the operator use dye that 


matches perfectly the brown tones. 


If you have bleached for years, have 


teveral reconditioning treatments be- 
fore you make an appointment for a 
dye process which will turn your hair 
the color it was before you used a 
bleach. Any reliable beautician will 
tell you thai bleaching often has a 
tendency to weaken the hair and, un- 
less you get it into healthier, strong- 
er condition, the business of dyeing 
it back to normal isn't likely to bo 
pleasing to you.

WASHINGTON- f/P) - Quick sub- 


scrlptlon of the $900,000,000 cash sought 
by the iHisury through offerings of 
bonds and nobs was announced by 
Secretary Morgertthau Monday night. 


Reporting himself "delighted," he 


said the books opened Monday morn- 
ing were closed Monday night on 
$450,000,000 in 1% per cent notes and 
a like amount of 4% per cent bonds of 
1045-47. The operation was the largest 
to raise itew funds in a year. 


The books remained opened indef- 


initely for exchange into either the 
notes , or bonds of $418,000,000 in 3% 
per cent Treasury notes maturing Do* 
comber 15. 


With the cash obtained through the 


offerings announced over the week-

Among them was Verner W. Main. 


o Battle Creek lawyer, a churchman, 
and a dry, rather well known in the 
district, and with some church and 
dry support in addition to his avowed 
Townsendite following. All four op- 
ponents came out for "workable old- 
age pensions," but Main was the only 
strnijjht Townsend candidate. 


Wins Sweeping Victory 


Claiming 5000 Townsend club mem- 


bers in the district, Townsend him- 
self came on to join Main in a.speak- 
ing tour, to stump the district, and 
assure complete delivery of the Town- 
send vote. Result: Main polled more 
votes than all fpur.of his opponents to- 
gether. 


Credit for his overwhelming victory 


was given by Main to the influence of 
Townsend and the plan chief's ac- 
tivities in the campaign, rather than 
to his own personal popularity. 


The special election is December 17, 


when Main will run against the un- 
opposed Democratic nominee, Howard 
W. Cavnnaugh. This district has elect- 
ed Republican 
congressmen for 40 


years. Cavnnaugh's 
only 
hope, of 


course, is thnt the Townsend candidate 
will have split the Republican vote so 
badly as to let Cavanagh in. 


That is a fair cross-section of the 


new Townsend 
policy—a policy of 


demanding of candidates a pre-pledge 
on n single issue, "turning on the 
heat" in one district after another as 
needed. 


It is very old and time-tested Amer- 


ican political tactics, brought to finest 
flower by Wheeler in the days when 
he 
wns wielding the Anti-Saloon 


League bludgeon. 


Legion Grows Rapidly 


The Townsend movement is spread- 


ing with great rapidity. No one knows 
exactly how niany local clubs there 
are. Franji Pyer, Townsend Legipix 
head, estimates between 4000 and 5000. 
Dr. Townsend recently 'estimated GOOO. 


In addition, Dyer's Legion now has 


more than 10,000 members, he esti- 
mates, and 100.000 in his aim. This is 
n sort of independent organization 
functioning in behalf of the plan, and 
with the same officers as the Town- 
r;cnd organi/al'nn. 


Legion members pay 5' a month 


due;;, whereas ordinary club member:; 
pay as low as 10 cents a month, or no 
dues at all if they can't afford it. 


Dyer's Legion organization plans to 


enter broadcasting on a national scale 
in behalf of the plan this winter. 


The 5000-odd Townsend clubs are 


widely distributed nationally, Dyer 
claims', though the South is the weuk- 
c.st spot at present. There are some 
200 paid employes of the organization, 
Townsend 
estimates, 
including or- 


ganisers who work on a commission 
basis. 


Rcil Past Million 


Minimum membership for a Town- 


send club is 100. If there are 5000 
clubs, that is a rock-bottom minimum ! 
of a half-million members. 


But clubs range in size up to the 


parent group in Los Angeles, which 
lias 18,000 members. So nobody knows 
just how many active Townsend club 
members there are—probably more 
than a million. Dr. Townsend esti- 
mates between two and three million. 


All these paid a 25-cent fee to join, 


but Townsend told a Detroit audience 
that not 5 per cent of them now pay 
regular dues. The organization has 
collected and disbursed about $600,000, 


he said. 


R. E. Clements, 
the 
40-year-old 


former real estate operator, who is 
the "spark plug" of the oganization, 
is also touring the country, speaking 
and organizing with Dyer and Town- 
send himself. Clements is urging a 
strong lobbying campaign on present 
congressmen, and agrees with Towrl- 
send that "nothing on earth can stop 
us now."

Farm Operations to Be 


Analyzed at December 
Community Meetings

13,000 
Arkansas 


farmers will receive an analysis of 
their individual farm 
management 


practices during farm records week, 
which will be observed in every coun- 
ty in the state December 9-14 accord- 
ing to J. L. Hiler, Nevada 
county 


agent. 


County agents are making plans for 


community and county meetings at 
which the 1934 farm 
records books 


have been tabulated and analyzed by 
the College of Agriculture in a "type- 
of-farming" survey, will bo returned, 
and opportunity be given for other 
farmers to avail themselves of the 
same service in connection with their 
1935 records. 


I 
Each farm record book used in the 


survey will be-returned to the co- 
operating farmer, 
together 
with a 


| complete analysis of his farm opera- 
; tioiia irr comparkiwir-K'lth state aver- 


j ages and with other farms in the 
same "type-of-farming" area. Com- 
parisons to be furnished the farmers 
include yields of cotton and corn, 
acreage planted to feed crops, amounts 
of adle crop land, pasture acreages, 
kinds of crops planted on rented acres, 
number of kinds of livestock, increase 
in money income and capital invested 
in cattle and hogs, and money income 
from livestock operations. 


This project will be continued, and 


farmers who wish to do so may turn 
in their 1935 record books for analysis 
early in 1936, when they will be col- 
lected, Mr. Hiler stated. More than 
100,000 farm record books were fur- 
nished to fanners of the state by the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion for use in 1935, and 1936 record 
books are being prepared for distri- 
bution. 


"The importance of keeping com- 


plete and accurate records of their 
farm business operations is recognized 
by many Arkansas farmers," Mr. Hiler 
stated. "This week 
has 
been set 


aside to analyze the results already 
obtained, point out the weak slots re- 
vealed by the record books, show how 
changes in farm management practices 
will improve the farm income, and 
to increase the already widespread in- 
terest among Arkansas farmers in the 
keeoing of farm records."
